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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1965 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1965. 

The  Vital  Statistics,  which  afford  a  means  of  comparison 
between  the  Health  of  a  District  in  the  different  years  and  with 
the  rest  of  the  Country,  compare  quite  favourably  with  the  pre¬ 
vious  years  and  with  the  Country  as  a  whole. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  higher.  The  Still  Birth  Rate  is  much 
higher  than  last  year  but  still  low  in  comparison  with  other 
years.  The  Death  Rate  is  a  little  lower.  There  were  159  deaths, 
as  against  157  in  1964— the  population  having  decreased  by  30. 
Of  these  159  deaths,  well  over  half  reached  the  allotted  span,  52 
died  aged  70 — 80;  29  between  80—90  and  2  were  over  90  years. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  very  much  lower.  There  were 
7  deaths — the  same  number  as  last  year.  Of  these  infant  deaths, 

2  died  from  Malformation,  2  from  Prematurity,  1  from  Con¬ 
gestive  Heart  Failure,  1  from  Renal  Failure  and  1  from  Asphyxia 
due  to  inhalation  of  vomit.  Again,  of  these  7  deaths,  3  died 
under  1  week,  another  2  under  1  month,  1  at  7  weeks  and  1  at 

3  weeks.  All  of  these  babies  except  the  one  who  died  from  the 
accident  of  inhalation  of  vomit,  died  in  hospital. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Cancer  of  all  parts  of  the  body  was 
the  same  as  last  year — 29,  but  cancer  of  the  Lung  or  Bronchus, 
increased  from  8  to  10  cases.  This  is  the  national  trend.  Some 
more  convincing  evidence  of  the  connection  between  Lung  Cancer 
and  Cigarette  smoking  will  have  to  be  proved  if  people  are  to  be 
persuaded  to  give  up  this  soothing  habit.  The  sale  of  cigarettes 
is  still  mounting. 


Deaths  due  to  conditions  of  the  heart  and  vascular  system 
numbered  60  as  against  61  in  1964  and  73  in  1963.  Diabetes 
accounted  for  2  deaths,  half  the  number  of  deaths  of  last  year. 
There  were  only  3  from  Pneumonia  and  3  from  Bronchitis.  Last 
year  these  figures  were  7  and  8.  There  was  only  1  suicide  as 
against  3  in  1964.  There  were  only  2  deaths  from  accidents  as 
against  6  last  year. 

There  were  2  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  (none  last  year). 
There  were  5  new  notifications  (4  last  year). 

During  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit’s  visit  of  5 
days,  1,063  people  were  X-rayed.  A  total  of  7  were  referred  to 
the  Chest  Clinic  for  large  X-ray,  and  of  these,  1  was  found  to  be 
active  Tuberculosis  and  2  inactive.  Four  other  conditions  were 
discovered. 

B.C.G.  Vaccinations  against  Tuberculosis  are  carried  out 
each  year  in  the  Senior  Schools.  The  response  continues  good 
and  I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  excellent  co-operation 
received  from  all  head  teachers. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  numbered 
285 — 60  more  than  last  year.  Measles  accounted  for  172.  There 
were  16  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and  21  of  Scarlet  Fever. 
There  were  5  confirmed  cases  of  Dysentery  in  comparison  with  10 
last  year. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  continues  to  be  offered  in 
the  schools  as  well  as  in  Clinics  and  General  Practitioner’s 
Surgeries.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  is 
similarly  offered.  The  response  in  the  schools  is  quite  good. 
Triple  vaccination  against  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and 
Tetanus  is  offered  in  Clinics  and  General  Practitioner’s  Surgeries. 
Smallpox  Vaccination  is  carried  out  in  the  2nd  year  of  life. 

Home  Helps  were  supplied  to  158  homes  during  the  year — 
148  last  year. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service,  which  is  run  by  the  W.V.S., 
continues  to  supply  24  dinners  twice  per  week. 

The  Luncheon  Club,  commenced  last  year  for  the  over  70’s, 
is  carrying  on  very  satisfactorily  in  supplying  20-25  people  in 
each  of  the  two  premises.  We  would  again  like  to  thank  the 
Committees  of  the  Old  Shildon  and  New  Shildon  Workmen’s 
Clubs  for  the  free  use  of  their  halls. 


The  Chiropody  Service  run  by  the  Red  Cross,  provided  352 
treatments  during  the  year  to  122  pensioners.  The  sessions 
increased  from  2  per  month  to  a  weekly  service  due  to  the  increase 
in  the  waiting  list. 

All  these  services  are  much  appreciated  by  the  Shildon 
people  and  we  are  indebted  to  the  organisations  and  particularly 
to  the  people  who  do  the  day  to  day  work. 

56  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  with  State  Assistance 
and  by  3  private  persons — making  a  total  of  59  houses  for  the 
year.  The  standard  of  housing  has  continued  to  improve  due 
to  the  implementation  of  the  Upper  Limit  of  the  Standard  Grant 
Scheme. 

Whilst  the  Council  has  not  created  any  new  Clean  Air  Areas 
they  are  continuing  with  the  policy  of  providing  smokeless 
appliances  in  their  new  housing  development. 

The  preliminary  work  of  municipalisation  of  dustbins 
throughout  the  urban  area  was  carried  out  with  a  view  to  its 
implementation  early  in  1966  and  converting  throughout  to  the 
Paper  Sack  System. 

The  Sewage  Works  continues  to  turn  out  an  effluent  which 
on  the  whole,  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  River  Board  but  in 
anticipation  of  a  more  stringent  standard  being  imposed  by  the 
River  Board,  the  Council  have  engaged  Consultants  to  invest¬ 
igate  the  future  policy  as  regards  the  works.

Water  Supply: 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
for  the  year. 

(a)  The  total  number  of  bacteriological  samples  taken  by  the 
Durham  County  Water  Board  in  the  Shildon  Urban  area  during 
1965  was  76,  of  which  57  were  excellent,  11  satisfactory,  3  suspi¬ 
cious  and  5  unsatisfactory.  The  suspicious  and  unsatisfactory 
ones  were  due  to  local  faults  and  on  re-sampling  were  found  to  be 
clear. 

(b)  The  water  supply  to  Shildon  is  not  plumbo-solvent;  the 
hardness  varying  from  50-140  p.p.m. 

(c)  There  were  27  burst  mains  which  affected  the  Shildon 
supply  during  the  year.  Chlorination  is  carried  out  after  all 
main  repairs  and  bacteriological  tests  are  made  until  a  satisfactory 
result  is  obtained. 

(d)  There  are  4,757  dwelling  houses  supplied,  107  lock-up 
shops  or  offices,  and  119  metered  supplies.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958, 
there  are  4  slaughterhouses.  The  4  slaughterhouses  concerned 
are  each  attached  to  the  retail  shop  for  which  they  are  used,  and 
conform  to  the  standards  laid  down  under  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Act,  and  have  been  duly  licensed  thereunder.  All  animals 
slaughtered  have  been  subject  to  inspection  which  has  amounted 
to  100%.  A  high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained 
in  the  slaughterhouses  throughout  the  period. 

The  slaughterhouses  have  also  been  inspected  by  the  Officers 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  have 
been  found  satisfactory.
